A RECORD BREAKER. 


By the fourteenth annual report of 


Secretary Hotchkiss of the Board of 
Health last year is shown to have been 
a record breaker. The number of con- 
taglcus and Infectious diseases was less 
than any previous year and the birth 
rate :he highest. 


Says the secretary in his report: 
"During the past fiscal year there 


were but 4 cases of scarlet fever and 4 
cases of diphtheria, against 18 cases of 
diphtheria and 9 cases of seal let fever 
the year previous. 


"There was an increase of 19 births 


during the past year and a decrease of 
4 deaths, 
a pleasing condition of 


affairs. The total number of deaths 
to May 1, 1908, was 54, 29 males and 
25 females. 
The largest number of 


deaths were from heart disease, apo- 
plexy, pneumonia, cancer and con- 
sumption. 


"The birth rate was the highest 


since the statistics have been kept by 
the Board, there being 71 births report- 
ed, 30 males and 41 females. 


"There was just one more marriage 


the past fiscal year than the year pre- 
vious, there being 43 reported. 8e\en 
of the contracting couples were all 
residents of the borough; one groom 
resident found his bride elsewhere, 
while twelve resident brides were mar- 
ried to non-resident grooms. 


"The contagious diseases reported 


"To make a solution in a 50 gallon 
lot," said Prof. Loux, "take three 
pounds of bluestone, (sulphate of cap- 
per) —that Is, for peaches ; for apples 
take 4 pounds— put it Into a flour bug 
and submerge three-quarters of the 
quantity in the water, using warm 
water if you desire to make It more 
quickly. Take six pounds of lime and 
make milk of lime, strain and mix it 
with the bluestone preparation. To this 
add three ounce, of Paris green for 
peaches and five lo eight ounces for 
apples. This will kill not only the 
coddling moth but the fungus growths 
as well." 


"After making the mixture," said 


Prof. Loux, "do not let it stand long- 
er than a w eek before using it, and be 
suie to apply it just when the blos- 
soms are beginning to lose. By apply- 
ing it at that time you will not run 
the risk of killing your neighbor's 
bees or lose the value of thelrservice. " 
In answer to queries from specta- 


tors Prof. Loux explained the prepar- 
ation of a mixture for potato blight, 
but, 
he said, as it is a preventatlve 


and not a cure, it should be put on 
not later than July 1st, that 13, the 
first application. 
This preparation, 


which is made like the one for cod- 
dling moth, should be composed of 4 
pounds of bluestone, 8 pounds of lime 
and 8 ounces of Pans green.

When any citizen 
wanted to know If he bad a letter ha 
untied the handkerchief, looked the 
mall over, paid for the postage In a 
piece of coonskln, which was legal 
tender, and walked on. Tbe first lucl- 
fer matches ever made In this country 
were made by Dr. Saugralne.

small wooden, sticks were dipped, one 
at a time.

The North A.nicncaii does not believe that the use of distilled 


spirits ever was needed by mankind. Regardless of moderation or 
excess, such spurring of mind and body is false stimulation, for 
which the price must be paid in phy«ical and mental reaction. 


But just as we know that in tho foggy highlands of Scotland 


and in the damp, heavy atmosphere of tho Irish counties men may 
drink without drunkenness quantities of spirits that would make 
them reel, sodden and senseless in the electric air of our land which 
has made of American*, a nervous people, so do we admit that 
when men were sweating through long hours of every day in the 
open air to bluzo our forests and break our virgin lands, they 
could drink deep of pure liquors without great impairment of their 
own strength or of the vitality of their children. 


But the liquor they drank was pure liquor. The brotherhood 


of poisioners had not then been formed. The old-time distiller 
was not a knave. 


Whether he made out of corn a "sour-mash" bourbon in 


Kentucky or used the smaller cereals for "rye" In Maryland or 
Pennsylvania, certain customs he made his law of conduct. Before 
people knew that impuie water is one of the most dangerous 
breeders of disease Hie whisky-maker knew that w.-ter perfect in 
purity was the first requisite for the making of gooi' whisky. The 
only fit site for a distillery was beside a crystal stream, with ita 
source in the mountains or purified by its flow over a bed of blue 
limestone. 


The old time distiller chose his grain more carefully than any 


miller ever did. The best and soundest wood had to be put into 
the barrels that he bought. He did char the inside of those 
barrels. That was Ins one trick—his one use of any outside in* 
gredieut. But no stretch of censure could call that practice 
adulteration, which was intended merely to aid in the richening of 
of the color aud the preservation of tho flavor of his product. 


And when his whisky was made it went "in the wood" to 


warehouses open to the sun and the air to "ripen" naturally for 
six or eight or ten years. For then, as now, evaporation was the 
sole means of freeing distilled liquors from the poisonous fuse! oil 
which makes new or chemically aged whisky unfit for the human 
stomach. 


Such was American whisky in the days when the distiller who 


produced a hundred or two barrels a year took the same pride in 
his brand that some people of ancient family take in their coats- 
of-arms. 


Those brands became property—symbols of purity and ex- 


cellence. Shrewd and unsrupulous business men saw their market 
value. The blenders and the rectifiers made their appearance. 
They soon controlled by purchase practically every brand approved 
by drinkers. And in the foul cellars of cities they take today one 
barrel of pure, old whisky and compound a hundred barrels of 
poison, which with the approval of the law, they put forth as a 
blend, labeled with the brand that once represented houest dis- 
tilling. 


So much for the whisky of the past. 
It was bad at best, 


because, when best, it was an injury to the human system. But 
what of the whisky of the present? 


Peoria, 111., is a little city of millionaries because it is devoted 


to the manufacture of "high wines," neutral spirits, which, 
sweetened, colored and disguised as whisky, burn out the brains 
and bodies of drinkers. It is thanks to the poison product of 
Peoria that miracles are worked in the cellars of Cincinnati and 
Pittsburg, where one barrel of pure, old whisky is traLsformed in 
a week into tho bottling of a hundred barrels of the most attrac- 
tively labeled and most popular Maryland and Kentucky brands. 


We have called the whisky men frauds. But it is not The 


North American, but Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the government 
Bureau of Chemistry who declares that "86 per cent, of all the 
whisky sold in the United States, in hotels, restaurants, clubs and 
bars, is not whisky, but a cheap and deleterious imitation." 


Do not blame the saloonkeeper. There is not a barroom in 


Philadelphia which could keep its doors open a month if its pro- 
prietor refused to buy or sell anything but pure whisky. The 
drinkers have been trained to call for palatable poison, and will 
accept nothing else. 


This is the way in which the favorite "case goods" is com- 


pounded. The basis is the vitriolic variety of alcohol called 
"neutral spirits." To this is added a composition of prune juice, 
glycerine, bead oil—a combination of sulphuric acid and cottonseed 
oil—with a plug of ordinary tobacco or a bunch of tobacco stems 
absorbed in the mixture to give it color and thickness, with ihe 
flavoring addition of some of the dangerous, heart-depressant coal- 
tar product. 


To this precious brew is added an infinitesimal portion of a 


barrel of real whisky, and the health-wrecking result is the offering 
of the liquor trade to the consumers of the country. 


The fight these men made against the pure food law convicted 


them of fraud. 


We challenge any honest saloonkeeper in America to demy our 


charge that he is forced to patronize and to act as the distribution 
agent of poisoners. 


It was not The North American, but Dairy and Food Com' 


missioner B. H. Warren, who said four years ago, before there wag 
a thought of a fight for local option in Pennsylvania. 


"No wonder oar insane asylums are full, when men drink such 
deadly poison habitually." 


Therefore we call these whisky men poisoners and a. blend of 


knave and fool. And if they dispute the charge, we have more 
facts for the consideration of themselves and the people they de- 
fraud daily.

ed to McCullen to hit the witness as

"Wheelbarrow" Boat Coming. 


Anchored off Cooper's Point, Cam- 


den, is a kind of a craft that is seldom 
seen in this secli'iin of the country. 
On the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers 
this boat would be recognized as a 
"wheelbarrow" boat, or a vessel with 
a big paddle wheel at its stem, in- 
stead of one at its side. 


The 
"wheelbarrow" 
has been 


brought here by the Delaware and At- 
lantic Transportation Company, and 
its name is Fortuna. 
The Jortuna 
was built in Chicago in 1908 as a steam 
yacht for a millionaire. 
After pad- 
dling about the Great Lakes for several 
years the boat steamed through the 
canals to the Mississippi and around 
through the Gulf of Mexico and along 
the coast of Norfolk. 
There it was 


purchased by Captain Brown, of the 
transportation corupanv and was then 
brought by Captains Litchfleld and 
Hetrick down the Elizabeth River to 
Hampton Roads and past Capes Henry 
and Charles along the coast to the 
Delaware Bay. 


It came up the river to Philadelphia 
last Saturday, accompanied by a great 
whistling of tugs and steamships. 
Changes are to be made on the boat 
and then it will be turned into the 
Philadelphia-Trenton service. It will 
stop at Florence, Riverton, Burlington, 
Bristol and Bordentown, 
and will 


carry freight and passengers. Its lower 
deck will be devoted to the freight, 
which will consist to a large extent of 
garden truck. The npper deck will be 
fitted to accommodate 600 passengers. 
The boat is peculiarly adapted for 
upper river service because of its slight 
draught. The Fortuna draws only two 
feet. 


The boat is 108 feet long and 23 feet 
wide. It is of 150 tons burden. Its 
lower deck is scarcely two feet above 
the water arid shipping men are amaz- 
ed at its being able to make the trip 
along the coast without accident.

Henry Snyder, who was 


dilled in mathematics at the school, 
became manager of the Union Switch 
und Signal Company and established 
all the blocks and signals on the rail- 
ways of the country. He said teacher 
Booz trained the boys to become seas- 
oned soldiers, ready for the battle of 
life. They were disciplined lo o«cupy 
positions of responsibility. Mr. Scott 
said it was the duly of the parents to 
do their part and instill into the 
minds of the children habits of accur- 
acy, punctuality, neatness nnd thor- 
oughness. 
This should be done at 


home, and not leave this burden for 
the teachers. 


Mr. Scott closed his address urging 


that the 
scholars- 
be thoroughly 


grounded in the elementary brunches 
of education. 


After a vocal selection by Miss Bar- 


rett, Dr. Joseph deB. Abbott, made 
a very iiiteresling address concerning 
the physical health of school children. 
He said that no child, however bright 
its mind, would ever be successful if 
not possessed of u sound, healthy body. 
He talked to the parents of the physical 
training necessary at home, the ques- 
tion of food, clothing, sleep, etc. 
Dr. 


Abbott strongly advocated a light 
breakfast, no recess lunch, a light 
meal ut noon nnd the heaviest and 
principal meal in the evening. When 
the digestive organs are at work, the 
doctor claimed that the brain lags. 
Proper exercise was als> 
advocated 


and he believed that a gymnasium 
should be connected with every school 
for boj-s and girls. 


Sufficient sleep was an absolute ne- 


cessity to restore waste tissue and he 
said that all children under fourteen 
years should be in bed at nine o'clock. 


Dr. Abbott's address was very enter- 


taining and instructive and was ap- 
preciated by the audience. 


President Leech was the last speaker 


and made a special plea to fathers to 
help their children with their prob- 
lems. 


Miss Baggs said the presence of so 


many parents was most encouraging. 
She said the teachers would like to 
have the children prepared for them 
when they came to school. Teachers 
cannot instill virtues where there are 
no foundations. Children that fail in 
the Bristol schools, she said, will fail 
elsewhere.
